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Tke  Product 

The  manufacture  of  the  finer 
grades  of  cotton  goods  is  an  indus- 
try which  is  still  in  its  infancy  in 
the  South.  Below  the  Mason  and 
Dixon  line  mills  are  rare  indeed  that 
have  made  closely  woven  fabrics 
continuously  for  seventeen  years. 

Yet  in  Hickory,  North  Carolina, 
the  Ivey  Mill  Company,  from  its 
establishment  in  1903  to  the  present 
time,  has  produced  but  one  cloth, 
sateen.  The  factory  is  the  only  one 
in  the  South  making  this  type  of 
fabric,  which  has  become  known  in 
the  trade  as  Shuford  Filling  Sateen, 
due  to  the  close  relationship  of  the 
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Ivey  Mill  Company  to  the  Shuford 
Mill  interests  during  the  past  seven 
years.  The  grey  construction  of 
this  cloth  is  43  inchCvS  wide,  count- 
ing 96  warp  threads  and  132  filling 
threads  to  the  inch,  and  weighing 
3.35  yards  to  the  pound. 

Sateen  is  used  largely  for  linings 
in  men’s  coats  and  other  garments. 
The  superior  weave,  feel  and  finish 
of  Shuford  Filling  Sateen  are  ap- 
parent from  the  most  casual  in- 
spection. 

The  binding  on  this  booklet  is 
sateen  from  the  Ivey  factory  that 
has  been  schreinered  and  printed 
by  the  converter.  Other  samples

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The  Quality 

Reasons  for  the  unusual  quality 
of  this  sateen  are  easily  understood. 

Primarily  the  raw  cotton  plays 
an  important  part. 

At  the  Ivey  Mill  only  Mississippi 
Delta,  lyVinch  staple  of  strict 
middling  or  good  middling  grade, 
is  used.  The  effect  of  this  policy  of 
careful  selection  is  apparent  in  the 
resulting  softness  of  the  finished 
product. 

The  factory  itself,  too,  is  funda- 
mental. 

When  the  present  management 
took  charge  of  the  plant  in  1913 
they  doubled  the  capacity  of  the 


mill  and  have  kept  step  with  the 
progress  in  the  industry  by  making 
improvements  in  equipment  from 
time  to  time.  Installation  of  396 
Draper  looms,  with  all  belting  un- 
derneath to  keep  oil  spots  out  of 
the  cloth,  is  a change  of  the  past 
two  years  which  makes  the  ma- 
chinery completely  modern.  These 
looms,  backed  up  by  15,360  spin- 
dles and  the  other  necessary  ma- 
chines, give  a steady  output  of 
3Q,ooo  yards  of  finished  cloth 
weekly. 

The  third  basic  element  in  the 
manufacture  of  cotton  goods  above 
the  ordinary  in  quality,  is  the  hu- 
man factor. 
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At  the  Ivey  Mill  the  200  oper- 
atives are  all  white,  all  Americans, 
and  many  of  them  have  been  em- 
ployed in  their  present  positions 
since  the  mill  opened.  Labor  trou- 
bles have  been  unknown.  Every 
employee,  from  the  superintendent 
down,  knows  his  job  thoroughly 
and  contributes  his  bit  toward  the 
manufacture  of  cloth  of  which  each 
one  is  proud. 

Double  inspection  of  the  prod- 
uct, before  and  after  folding,  is 
practiced  in  the  plant,  so  that  flaws 
and  pieces  in  any  way  below  stand- 
ard are  promptly  thrown  aside.  The 
reputation  of  the  mill  has  been 
won  through  the  merit  of  the  sateen 
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Bottom  — Inspecting  the  Product 
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and  consequently  the  management 
guards  the  quality  jealously. 

That  the  cloth  gives  satisfaction 
is  proved  by  the  steady  demand  of 
the  trade  for  the  product.  In  seven 
years  the  present  owners  have  not 
had  a single  complaint  of  impor- 
tance concerning  the  quality  of  the 
sateen. 


The  Management 

Mr.  G.  H.  Geitner  is  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Ivey  Mill  Company 
and  Mr.  A.  A.  Shuford  is  the 
manager.  Their  progressiveness  in 
bringing  the  equipment  up  to  the 
highest  standards  of  the  present 
their  success  in  keeping  thor- 
oughly competent  operatives  at  the 
mill  and  their  consistent  policy  of 
making  one  cloth  and  making  it 
well,  are  largely  responsible  for  the 
present  excellent  reputation  of  the 
Sateen  of  the  South.

The  Mill  Village 

Hickory,  North  Carolina,  is  lo- 
cated in  the  Land  of  the  Sky  where 
the  climate  is  mild  in  winter  and 
cool  in  summer,  which  makes  the 
working  and  living  conditions  most 
agreeable.  It  is  situated  on  the 
Southern  and  Carolina  and  North- 
western Railroads  and  has  direct 
connection  with  the  Seaboard  Lines , 
which  provide  shipping  facilities 
that  are  unusually  favorable.  An- 
other advantage  is  that  mountain 
streams  provide  hydro-electric 
power  at  a low  cost. 

The  village  near  the  Ivey  factory 
is  one  of  the  most  attractive  sec- 
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tions  of  the  city.  Fifty-six  cottage 
homes,  where  practically  all  the 
workmen  and  their  families  live, 
are  grouped  around  a park  con- 
taining a playground  and  band- 
stand. Electric  street  lights,  elec- 
tricity for  the  buildings,  a private 
water  plant  and  a sewage  system 
are  provided  by  the  company. 

Ample  garden  space,  plenty  of 

shade  trees,  barns,  sheds  and  garages 

are  noticeable  throughout  the  vil- 
lage. 

The  excellent  spirit  of  the  workers 
is  fostered  by  a community  club- 
house where  moving-picture  shows, 
lectures,  concerts  by  the  village

band  and  other  activities  are  cen- 
tered. The  basement  contains  a 
swimming  pool  and  shower  baths. 

Baseball  and  other  sports  are 
popular  among  the  younger  peo- 
ple and  the  record  of  the  teams  is 
a good  one. 

Churches  and  schools  are  con- 
veniently located  near  the  homes 
of  the  operatives. 

These  conveniences  and  improve- 
ments are  some  of  the  reasons  why 
so  many  of  the  same  experienced 
employees  have  been  employed 
steadily  in  the  Ivey  plant  from 
1Q03  until  the  present  day.
